In our comments on this, we said 
that if Mr. Duncan returned any answer to all this he did not record 
it in his article. Hlenow writes to us to say that our comments 
are “‘“somewhat unfair” to him, and that the construction we 
put upon his silence was not justified by the facts. When his 
attention was called to “the inference that might be made” from 
his article—viz., that he sought to condone and justify the persecu- 
tion of German Jews—he wrote to the SUNDERLAND EcHo denying 
emphatically either its truth or its logic. Ile had only cited an 
educated German woman's reply to criticism, and “ was careful not 
to add a personal comment.” But, really, would not ove have 
expected a gentleman of the cloth, who has proved in practice his 
friendship for Jews, to offer some reply, and does not the Vicar 
realise the mischief he was liable to cause if he allowed the German 
defence to go by default, as though no retort was possible? The 
man in the street could hardly be blamed if, in sueh circum- 
stances, he drew the conclusion that the Vicar bad nothing to say 
against the Jewish persecution. We gladly accept Mr. Dancan's 
repudiation. It all goes to show what traps beset even the best-

The Chief Rabbis Yom Kippur Message

From the Rev. S. LEVY 
To the Editor of Tut JEWISH CHRONICLE 

Sin,—The Chief Rabbi some time ago spoke of people who had 
just enough Judaism in them to quarrel with their fellow-Jews, but 
not enough to work with their fellow-Jews. That characterisation 
seems to fit the small group of gentlemen whose communication in 
regard to the Yom Kippur Message circulated by Dr. Hertz you 
published in your last issue. 

That message of courage and hope, emanating from the Jewish 
spiritual leaders of our European communities, was read in thou- 
sands of Synagogues throughout the world. Dr. Hertz sent it by 
air mail to every Jewish Community in the British Empire. The 
Sefardim and the Liberals wholeheartedly fell in with the Chief 
Rabbi's suggestion, recognising that now, if ever, the gravity of the 
times demanded a united spiritual front, and duly read it at 
their services. It can personally testify to the deep impression 
this Prayer made in my own Synagogue. What added to the 
impressiveness of this message was the fact that all shades of 
religious opinion in Jewry were represented among the nine 
eminent men who had drawnit up. One can but regret the petty 
and childish strictures passed on the Chief Rabbi for thus making 
it comprehensive of all sections in Jewry and representative of 
Kelal Lisrael.,

It is all very perplexing. and one is inclined to suggest that these 
excitable race-madmen should call off their hunt for a time, and 
meet for the purpose of definitely agreeing where the: mischievous 
Jew is really to be discovered. But that idea over-estimates the 
desire of these people either for clarity or fairness. They are, of 
course, quite content that the Jew should b2 located in all camps at 
the same time. That is their way! It always has been. Are no! 
Jews the prime destroyers of world-prosperity (a) because they are 
the unscrupulous moneyed-men, aud ‘(b) because they are the 
reckless Communists ” 


‘THE interests of Jews. as such, are, of course, involved in the 

present crisis, just as are the interests of every people, great 
and small. Dut Jews would be the first to recoguise that the 
special implications of the crisis for themselves are small indeed 
compared with its implications for the whole world—-that is 
to sav, for the nations of which they are citizens. As a matter 
of fact, there are only very few specific Jewish interests that 
may be affected by the present crisis. The greatest. of course. 
is the future of Palestine. The Mandate for that country was 
couferred upon Britain by the League of Nations. If, asthe result of 
the present Italian defiance. following upon similar action else- 
where. the League were to fall to pieces, the power from which the 
Mandate derived would cease to be. The whole status of Palestine 
might then be in the melting pot, for it is conceivable that, the 
League having disappeared, its dispositions might be contested, and 
claims tothe complete control and even annexation of Palestine might 
be advanced from other quarters—-Italy for example. But it is at 
least open to argument whether the nations which conferred the 
Mandate would wish. in anv circumstances, to renounce their purpose 
in so doing, and so the worst that could happen would be a change of 
Mandatory. It is barely possible that such a change might be 
accelerated as a consequence of that revision of Mandates with 
which amateur diplomacy is toying. 1 do not myself think, how- 
ever. that Britain is in the least likely to drop Palestine without a 
struggle. Still. the point to remember is that. in anv case, we have 
here the greatest of the specifically Jewish interests in the present 
quarrel. Others of these Jewish interests we share with other 
communities or peoples. 


AKE. for instance.the Minorities Treaties. The League is their 

guardian. Ifit dies, the Treaties may very well die with if, 
for national obligations under them have not always been hououred. 
But although these instruments are to-day the charters of liberty to 
which Minorities can always appeal, Jews form only one of those 
numerous groups. Ifthe world, for its Peace sake, should desire, as I 
think it would, to shield these groups, it would extend its protecting 
arm to all alike, and not solely or first to the Jews. Take, lastly, 
the case of the scores of thousands of refugees scattered over many 
countries. It is sought by the Norwegian Government and others to 
centralise assistance for them in the hands of the League. Indeed, 
the League actually created the International Nansen Office and 
the High Commission for German Refugees. But here again Jews 
are only a small fraction of the unhappy people involved, and, 
whether it be the refugees or,the minorities, it would be for Europe 
as a whole to take such action as might be called for. The Jewish 
interest is not, for it, the major interest, and the Jewish voice is 


only one among many.

assault of wrong. Does justice not rest,.in the last resort, on law, 
and its enforcement alike in the case of nations as of individuals” Is 
it possibie to dispense with law at the present stage of our civilisation 
witbout courting catastrophe’ Nay, do not prominent Churchmen 
hold that it is not possible”?

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HOMILY FOR THE WEEK 


Rejoicing in the Law 
— 
By the Rev. EPHRAIM LEVINE, M.A, 


The last day af the ke stival Senson 1s associated with the Rejoreing 
of the Law. The Synagogues witness to the ete rnal truth ot Israel's 
loyalty to the Torah and his belief in its permanence. In stately pro- 
ceasion the Scrolls are borne round the synagogue to the chanting of 
i ol praise, rich m econtidence in the Divine powell to save, 
The last chapter ot the Torah is reac, and no sooner do we ¢ nnplete 


the vear s reading than we the first chapter at 


For there is no end and no finahty to the Torah; it is a ring which 
encircles: the whole of Jewish hfe; we can never say that we have 
finished its reading. “ Moses commanded -us a Torah, an inheritance 
the congregation of Jaeob.” Israel's Torah 1s.a Divine communica, 
tion, Sinai the scene of its promulgation, Moses the Lawgiver. It 1s 
a timely warning at the end of the Festival to remember that amid 
all the changes and vicissitudes of Jewish life the Torah for the Jew 
is permanent and its lessons eternal. And in these days of doubt and 
unbelief when men are prone to-follow in the wake of every new 
theory no matter whence it comes, and-to pein their faith to anything 
but the old truths, it 1s more than valuable to have this assurance 

The search for knowledge, which is common to all taiths, makes 
the Bible its hunting ground. Jews, as well as members of othe 
ereeds, fall into the danger of treating the Torah as something which 1s 
expected to respond to what we call the modern requirements of man 
If its screntitic revelations are not abreast of the latest knowledge, 
we hastily fall into the error of regarding the whole Torah as something 
which we can accept or reject at will. It does not require deep 
penetration to discover the underlying fallacy of this form of inter- 
pretation. The Torah does not claim to be.a smentific text-book. The 
men who wrote the words of the saered text, wrote with the know- 
ledge they possessed under Divine guidance. There are things known 
to us of which the scholars of two or three generations ago were 
unconscious. Do we, theretore, refuse a place in the intellectual 
firmament to the great stars who illumined the path of human know- 
ledge in former days? Huxley and Darwin are names that are 
venerated even if the theones which they propounded have under- 
gone the serutiny of their successors, some to be verified, others to be 
superseded. Every department of human knowle lore reveals the 
cess of ideas from the stave of originality to wide acceptam 
and then, m the hght of newer discoveries, to revaluation. and often 
to rejection. This science, the word 1n its orginal sense, 

But in the domain of Religion, we cannot move in the same wavy. 
We must remember that human linutations are not parallel with Divine 
attributes. Religion, ike every other revelation of the mind, need not 
satisty all the canons of a periect se1ence., Jews are commanded. to 
believe in the Divine revelation of Sinai as the direct legacy of God to 
mankind. If we must be searchers after truth, as we call it, we must 
introduce into our searching, not alone the screntific spirit of enquiry, 
but the element of a firm and unquenchable faith. What the soul is 
to the body, so is faith to the mind. The soul, we believe, survives 
the body and never dies. Will not faith survive when all the Workings 
of the mind have ceased to satisfy or to reconcile?) Not that Judaism 
would seek to crush the spint of enquiry. The very word “Torah” proves 
this. Originally it meant merely the Pentateuch. Now it has come to be 
interpreted as the whole body of Jewish knowledge and practice which 
has come down to us as the legacy of saint and student, of Rabbi and 
commentator. Torah suggests this long procession of teachers and 
students who, throughout the centuries have built upon the original 
foundation and have set stone upon stone, till we see the whole fabric 
magnificent in its design, awe-inspiring in its evolution, always msing 
and never complete. But hand in hand with this critical and exegetical 
process has gone the saving power of faith. In its absence men build 
on sand and to confusion; with faith men build for eternity. 

If we have this thought with us, we can make of the Rejoicing of 
the Law a real feast of Torah. Let us celebrate it as did our fathers, 
in the full delight of men who possess a priceless treasure. It is the 
one treasure we can lay up on earth which they cannot take from 
us. Above all things, it is for us to realise that nothing has yet 
invalidated the truth of the Torah. 
successive critical schools have been able to shake the foundations of 
the Bible. It is laughable to think that there are followers of the 
critical schools in our own midst who are ready to swallow the alleged 
results of enquiries that lead to the destruction of their faith, It 
is well to remember that the modern method of attack on the Hebrew 
Seriptures took its origin in the anti-Semitic mind of Germany, and 
that for a long time this form of criticism was merely an expression of 
Jew hatred. We have seen enough of the so-called discoveries and the 
rapidity with which one result has been displaced by another to enable 
ourselves to judge between the infallibility of the critic and the faith 
of the believer. The Torah tells me nothing about Jehovistic or 
Elohistic or Redactor, nor of how they have all woven their plans 
into a rainbow bible. It speaks to me of the message of God to His 


people. With that I am satisfied, and I rejoice as a man who has 
found great treasure.

Although 
the Synagogue meétings were watched by the authorities and a general 
Wis EVO cancelled by order. objection was raised this 
Hnnounecement, Later in the week, even up to Saturday, the Jewish 
Press, which can no longer be sold in pubhe and which is anything but 
free, announced the decision, on the strength, probably, ot a report 
in the Deurscne ALLGEMEINE ZeEITUNG. According to this report, Herr 
Spiewok, head of the Berlin Welfare Office, had declared in a general 
address the previous week on the coming winter relief work, that the 
Jewish inhabitants would, for the first time. be excluded, and that 
collections must consequently not be made in their homes. It was 
vathered that the Jews would be expected to relieve their necessitous 
fellows with an organisation ot therr own. Saturday’s announcement 
would suggest that second thoughts brought a weakening of resolution. 
lias is by no means certain—it means that. the Jews will be allowed 
full and equal participation in the winter relief scheme, as, presum- 
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ably at any rate, during the last two years, it can only be regard: 
as an interesting example of the effects of publicity.” . 

The Berlin correspondent of .the Post is equal 
sceptical. He writes: “After responsible officials had announced t} 
the Jews could neither give to nor receive from the Winter Help Fi 
this vear. ‘t is now stated that Jews are to be meluded tn the collectio 
and distriiations. It will be interesting to see how this theory wor! 
out in practice. Perhaps Winter Hlelp officials will be exempted fr 
the restrictions in foree in many parts of the country, where! 
penalties are yMposed on persons having either business or fren! 
relations with Jews. But how many Jews (who, according to Hi: 
Streicher. are all robbers and murderers at best) will have the cours 
to take their stand in a queue of ‘Aryans’ waiting for relief?” 


Dr. Hirsch Released 
A Week in the Columbia House 


Dr. Olto Hirsch. Chairman of the Executive of the Reichsver 
tretung der Deutschen Juden, was released from imprisonment on 
Wednesday, a week after bis arrest, for signing with Dr. Lev 
Baeck, President of the Reichsvertretung, a message to be read in 
all Synagogues on the Day of Atonement. No charges were pr 
ferred against him, and it is believed that the Secret Political 
Police have now dropped the proceedings. Dr. Hirsch, who was 
incarcerated for most of the week in the notorious Columbia House 
was met by his wife as he left the prison. The news that he had 
been freed was bailed with joy by the Jewish comimurity, which 
bad been greatly concerned about his safety but Wiis unable to raise 
il finger for his release. 

Full Text of Banned Message

The ‘“Stuermer” on the New Laws 


A Letter from Brentford 


Instead of the “Fips” cartoon which usually adorns page 1 of the 
STUERMER, number 38 displays the text of the “Jew laws” of Nurem- 
berg. The accompanying article, which is by Streicher himself, to 
mark the importance of the occasion, is a long examination of the 
achievements of the Prophet Ezra in purifying the Jewish race. Hitler, 
he claums, is the modern Ezra. “What Ezra was for the Jewish people, 
Hitler is for Germany. We thank God for him,” he declares. On 
page 3 is an article explaining why the “Bloody Tsar of Francoma 
never allowed any Jews to be killed.” The reason, Streicher explains, 
is that he knows the Jewish question. “How pleased the Jews would 
have been if they could have said to a Jew-minded world that the 
new Germany had soiled itself with the blood of the descendants of 
the murderers of Christ.” 

On page 5 is a letter from the Nazi head of the Press Department 
of the Evangelical Church of Saxony, congratulating the STUERMER 
on “its fight against the disruptive power of Jewry in all spheres, and 
especially in that of religion and the Church.” “We look forward 
eagerly to each new issue of the SruerMer,” the letter declares. “Look 
on us as your companions in the struggle.” On page 8 is a letter to 
Streicher from a “Dr. Patrick Ness, of 121, High Street, Brentford, 
Middlesex (Telephone: Ealing 0680),” which reads as follows: “As 
one of the many Englishmen who sincerely admire the way you are 
conducting your action against the Jews, please accept my congratula- 
tions on your activity, and best wishes for the future. We know that 
the Jews are the scum of the earth, that they are cowardly and envious 
to the core; and I genuinely hope that a strong personality like 
yourself may arise to take up the fight against Jewry in this country 
(he would have plenty of supporters). Yours sincerely, Patrick Ness.” 

On page 9 is a self-righteous appeal to SruERMER readers to*refrain 
from anti-Jewish terrorism, on the assumption that the SruERMER 
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iteeli has never, of course, incited people to such action. “There are 
many in Germany who still have not the vaguest conception of the 
Jewish question, runs. “Such ignorance leads to acts of stupidity 
and indiscipline. IZgnorant, unenlightened persons think that stashed 
shop-windows, defaced shop-fronts and refusal of food to Jews are 
necessary means of proving ther German sentiments—actually, they 
know not what they do. Whoever wishes to be taken seriously as 
an anti-Semite abstains from measures unworthy of the work of anti- 
Jewish enlightenment. The Jewish question will find its necessary 
solution in the interests of Jews and non-Jews only by means of 
disciplined and far-sighted work of enlightenment, such as the 
STUERMER has been successfully conducting for vears. Whoever wishes 
to be the STugerMeER’s friend must act in the manner we have always 
urged. 

A simular attempt by the STUERMER at justifving its past and 
luttue existence appears in number 39. Although the “Jew law on 
racial desecration” has been passed, it contends “there are hosts of 
Germans who do not recognise its tremendous sigmiicance. In order 
to tnake clear the magnitude of Hitler's action, and to keep perpetually 
before the eves of the German people the necessity of thus law, the 
STUERMER will continue to make reference to racial desecration.

The most unportant 
part of our work is only now begiuming. The entire nation rnust now 
be educated to take part in the fight, the final tight that is now 
beginning . ... History warns us that the Jews have no great respect 
for the law, for ther blood drives them to new crimes, despite the 
threatened sentences. History warns us of pretnature cries of triumph, 
and against the mistakes made by our forbears. We must not now 
tire of the struggle, we must now, above all, keep our eves open. The 
STUERMER calls upon you: watch the Jews earefully, watch them day 
and mght, in the streets, towns and villages, in theatres, in cinemas, 
in hotels and boarding-houses, on rambles and excursions.

A Welcome. Case 
Youth Sentenced for Blackmailing Jews 
Three Years’ Imprisonment 


The Frankfort Criminal Court has sentenced Hermann H.., aged 
twenty, to three years’ mmprisonment for robbery and attempted 
blackmail of an elderly Jewish couple. The youth had been given 
food last August by the couple, whe found him starving. Three weeks 
later he appeared again and was given a meal, after which he made out 
to be an 8.A. man and a detective, although he had previously pre- 
tended to be a * non-Aryan.” Asserting that the couple had made 
statements hostile to the State, he threatened to arrest them and shoot 
them. He also threatened to shoot the dog belonging to the wife, who 
was blind, 1f it were not driven away. He further appropriated several 
Marks and a ring, asking the pair to say nothing of the matter. He 
would not arrest them, after all, he said, as they had treated him well. 
The same afternoon he asked the wife once again to say nothing and 
gave her a slip of paper giving his word of honour to take no further 
action. He re-appeared later and asserted that he had been blamed 
for not arresting them and that he had been transferred to Stettin, 
and asked the couple, who were unemployed, to give him five marks 
to complete the fare. 

H.’s arrest followed. The State Prosecutor called for four years’ 
imprisonment, and said that the crime was accentuated by the fact 
that the old couple's membership of the Jewish race had been 
exploited, and that the accused had pretended to be an 8S. A. man. 
The Court considered that the accused was “ repentant and reformed,” 
and took into account. his “lack of experience,” yet sentenced him 
to three years’ imprisonment.

An Economic Ghetto? 
Dr. Frick’s Disturbing Hint 


Speaking at Saarbriicken on Sunday, Dr. Frick, the Reich 
Minister of the Interior, announced that the regulations to imple- 
ment the Nuremberg Ghetto laws would soon be issued. He added 
that consideration was also being given to the question of restrict. 
ing the economic activities of the Jews in order to make individual 
action unnecessary. 


Doctors and Dentists 


Further Restrictions Anticipated 


The remaining Jewish doctors, exempted from the restrictions of the 
“Aryan” laws because of front line War service, have all received this 
week a questionnaire from the Government asking for additional 
information about their descent and political and social activities 
prior to the Nazi regime. Those who are acquainted with the work- 
ing of the Nazi State machine have good reason to believe that this 
questionnaire is a sign of the coming of new restrictions on these 
doctors. If they are not forbidden to practice entirely, as were the 
notaries last week, they will be deprived of the privilege of serving 
on the panel, which in Germany is almost tantamount to deprivation 
of a living. 

A step in the same direction has been taken by the German Dental 
Association, which has decided to exclude all Jews from ordinary 
membership. This is generally considered as a first step towards the 
exclusion of the Jewish dentists from panel service. 
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Tragic Friendship with Jew 


Dismissal and Anonymous Letters 


Fraulein Horvat, a twenty-three-vear-old typist of Ehrwaldstrasse, 
scrlin, Was dismissed last month from he employment in one of the 
Unter den Linden offices of the Nazi Party on aceount of her friend- 
ship with a Jew. Her friends say that she was not very worried by the 
: but almost every post she rece ved abusive and threaten- 
ing letters. These preyed upon her mind, and after a fortnight of 
them she took an overdose of veronal. cut a vein Oper and died 

There was no mention of the tragedy in the German Press, but 
it came to the knowledge of the Berlin Correspondent of the Mornxina 
Post, who comments, “It is only by chance that one hears of such 
tragedies as that of Fraulein Horvat. Probably it will never be known 
how toany sunilar tragedies there have been.’

An Englishman in Germany 


Impressions on a Walking-Tour 


An article in the RocupaLe Osserver describes an Englishman's 
“happy fortnight tramping through the wild scenery of the Harz 
Mountains and the lovely distnet of Thuringia.” The following extracts 
are of special Jewish interest: “We travelled from Harwich to 
Antwerp and thence to Cologne, where we spent Sunday night in the 
monster Hostel. It absolutely overflowed with young people. In the 
evening a group of Hitler Youth began to sing thew songs; grim, 
determined lads singing with intensity and much noise. Here we 
made a faux pas. .A member of our party asked them to sing * Die 
Lorele:.”. At once their expressions changed trom grim severity to stern 
indignation. We eventually discovered our mistake. ‘Dre Loreler 
was written by a Jew about one hundred vears ago.... The next day 
we clinbed the famous Brocken, the highest mouritain in the Harz. 
It was wet, cold and windy, and we toiled slowly up and on until tired, 
hungry and half frozen, we reached the rainshackle-looking hotel on 
the top, next door to the new television station. In the hotel we dis- 
covered a separate ‘tonlette’ for Jews ' (We were unable to a 
glunpse of its mtenor, being hastily moved away by a waiter). , 
Another impression—the ever recurring notices “No Jews wanted’; 
‘No Jews served in this shop’; ‘No Jews desired in thus village.” The 
most glaring example of these notices was displayed in the trees outside 
strat village : ‘The road to Jerusalem aves reat lead through Ben- 
neckenstem.’ 


A Praiseworthy Act 


A praiseworthy act by an old Prussian nobleman of thy pre-War 
aristocracy is reported from Komgsberg. The nobleman is the Royal 
Landrat von der Osten-Marnitz, a very wealthy landowner and an 
honorary citizen of Kénigsberg. It has always been his custom to sell 
his grain through a Jewish firm. The Nazi Mayor of Konigsberg, how- 
ever, called upon him to give up his trading relations with the Jewish 
firm, “ as it was not right for an honorary citizen of Konigsberg to deal 
with Jews in Nazi Germany.” The Landrat refused to comply with the 
Mayor's demand, and as a protest he resigned his honorary citizenship.

Jewish Indignation Spreading 


The decision of the Football Association that Nazi Germany 
shall be invited to send an association football team to play against 
representative English eleven at White Hart Lane, the Tottenham 
Hotspur ground, on Wednesday, December 4th, has aroused vivid 
indignation among all Anglo.Jewish sportsmen, and particularly 
Jewish supporters of the ‘Spurs, who claim to represent a third of 
the average attendance. 

Letters ef protest have been sent to the ‘Spurs’ management. 
“We forwarded these letters to the Football Association,’ Mr. 
Morton Cadman, Vice-Chairman, told a Press representative, “and 
asked that they should be ignored. It has always been Eugland’s 
policy to keep politics out of football.” 

Precisely. ‘That is the reason for the protest. It is not the 
Jews who have introduced politics into sport; it is the Nazis, with 
their racial theory.” « All the Jews ask in sport, as in other walks 
of life, is equality of opportunity-—or, to use a more typically British 
term, fair play. 

Mr. Barnett Janner, M_P., las called upon the F.A. and explained 
tothem the Jewish point of view and the Non-Sectarian Anti-Nazt 
Council, of which Sir Walter Citrine is President, is conducting a 
Vigorous campaign. We are authorised by the F.A. to deny the 
rumour that the match was originally fixed for Highbury. 


Amateur Boxers on the Way

Posed as a Refuses 


The story ol Beneber is that he was originally emploved by the 
Prussian rolce, and that he hoped to mse to be a Commussioner of 
the Criminal Police. However, when the Nazis came into power, 
Beneber, being a Jew, was dismussed. When the Gestapo establshed 
a special department for spying upon Jews, he was recalled and 
employed in- observing. Jewish organisations. He visited England at 
the end ot 1934, and came over again on April 2nd of this year, He 
posed as a refugee, telling the unomugration officer that he wanted to 
stay in England so as to learn English and Hebrew, with a view to 
settling in Palestine, in which country, he said, he wanted to become 
a pohee otheer. 

While in London in 1934, Beneber canfessed, his task was prin 
cipally to observe Jewish boycott activities, and for this purpose he 
made certain fmends and attended boycott meetings. Beneber has 
declared that he attended the Geneva Congress last vear engaged upon 
the same despicable work. The Gestapo sent him to Lucerne to the 
Zionist Congress thus veal to spy on the German Zionists, and he was 
caretul to stay in the same hotel as the delegates from Germany. 

Wiule Beneber was in England he was able to obtain, through the 
arrangements made by the German Secret Police, large remittances 
from Germany farin excess of the ngid lumt to which genuine refugees 
are restricted. It was this, in part, which led to his exposure, as also 
a secret code mark whereby the passports of Germans acting as 
Germnan spies tor the Gestapo are identifiable. The £30 per month 
which Beneber received from Germany while in England, under the 
authority of the Gestapo, was transmitted from a small Jewish bank 
in Berlin, the Chairman of which Beneber claimed as a personal friend. 

Such is the story of this despicable Beneber, who has now returned 
to his spiritual home in the Third Reich. In the couirse of his con- 
fession, he made statements concerning two persons, one in Germany 
and one in London, both Jews and both of whom, according to Beneber, 
were in association with the Gestapo. 

The meanness of Beneber’s action can only be paralleled by the 
contemptible cruelty of the German Secret Police, who, not content 
with making life such a hell for Jews that they have to flee from 
Germany, continue their persecution (on the flimsy pretext of their 
spreading news about Germany abroad) when the wretched refugees 
have found a temporary asylum in free countires. Unfortunately, most 
of the refugees have relatives and friends still in Germany, and by 
threatening to wreak punishment on these hostages, the Gestapo can 
wield a powerful weapon against the already defenceless refugees. 
Such is the glory of Nazism.

Brit'sh Legion and the Nazi Ea

REPRESENTATIONS TO GERMAN GOVERNMENT 

That the British Legion made representations to the German 
Government concerning the treatment of Jews in Germany, follow. 
ing visits paid by British ex-Servicemen to former enemy countries 
this year, was reported by a headquarters official at the Legion 
Conference of Hampshire Chairmen and Secretaries, held in the 
Guildhall, Winchester, last week. MajorGeneral Sir John 
Capper, K.C.B., K.C.V.0., was in the Chair. 

Col. S. W. L. Ashwanden, D.S.O.,. National Vice-Clairman, in his 
report, referred to visits paid by Legion members to ex-enemy 
countries, and went on to say: * There is no doubt whatever that 
one of the greatest ideals of Germany at the present moment is to 
be friends with England. If the Legion had contributed in the 
smallest degree towards bringing about a better spirit, they had 
entirely justified the steps they had token. A Legion member had 
recently said that the finest passport into Germany today was the 
Legion badge. However, since the visits,’ Col. Ashwanden added, 
“a fresh outbreak of anti-Semitic feeling in Germany had been 
reported, and the Legion bad made representations to the German 
Government on this matter, which they hoped would not be without 
effect upon the rulers of Germany. 

Major F. W. Fetherston-Godley, National Chairman of the British 
Legion, said at Bristol on Saturday that at their Whitsuntide 
Conference they hoped to have the leader of German ex-Servicemen 
on the platform.

Exhib‘tion of Old Play-ills 
“GRANDMOTHER ON THE TIGHT-ROPE 

At the Victoria and Albert Museum there is on view just now an 
exhibition of old theatrical posters, comprising a collection of melodrama 
posters which have been presented to the Museum by Mr. M. J. Landa, 
some specimens from the Gabrielle Enthoven Collection, and a selection 
of British and foreign posters takea from the Museum's general collection. 

The melodrama posters remind us of some changes that have come 
over advertising (writes a JEWISH CHRONICLES representative). The test of 
a good poster to-day is: does its message “’ get across ”’ in little more than 
a flash? But in Victorian days, in order to lure the public into a theatre it 
was necessary to print, besides the illustrations, not only a complete 
programme but details—and oh, what lurid details!—ef the plot and 
exciting excerpts from the dialogue, 

We have been hearing recently that the Whitechapel! Pavilion ts to 
come down, sothe early posters of that House are particularly interesting. 
There is one, dated 1838, when the ** Royal Pavilion” was but a year or 
two old, which announces ‘“‘ The greatest novelty ever seen: Herr 
Cline and his Grandmother on the Tight Rope.” The theatre seems 
to have had several changes of name. It has been billed as the 
‘** Pavillion,” the “ Eastern Opera House,” and the ‘Drury Lane of 
the East.” One of the pantomimes staged there was “ Little 
Tommy Tucker sang for his Supper—or Harlequin—Hot Boiled Beans 
and very Good Butter.” For length of this title was beaten by an 
1870 thriller, also at the Pavilion, “‘The Crimes and Cruelties 
of Mother Brownrigg, the Painter's Wife of Fetter Lane, or the 
Murder of Mary Clifford, the’ Foundling Apprentice Girl.” This piece was 
founded—so the poster says—on fact, and it was announced that * £100 
reward will be paid to any persom or pé@Sons who can write a more 
thrilling, soul-stirring and truly picturesque drama than the one to be 
produced on Saturday next, August Ist, 1870.” 

Coming within the memory ef more readers are the melodramas of the 
‘nineties, and several of these are announced on posters from the Standard 
Theatre, Shoreditch, to-day known as the Olympia and showing moving 
pictures. The Enthoven collection contains a bill from Astieys (in New- 
castle Street, Strand), dated 1812, and gaudy ballet and pantomime scencs 
at the Alhambra. The artistic progréss of the poster can be traced in the 
fine’examples of the Beggarstaff Brothers,'' Toulousc-Lautrec, Aubrey 
Beardsley, John Hassall, Lovat Fraser and others.

FINANCIAL RETURNS FOR NINE MONTHS 


Big Increase in Deficit 


\ meeting ofthe Jewish Board of Guardians was held on Monday 


at the offices. 127, Middlesex Street. Miss Hannah F. Cohen, O.B.E., 


the President, was in the Chair. 

Mi. AEYSER, O.B.E.. drew the attention of the Board to the 
uproved amenities of the Board Room. which has been redecorated. 
He thanked the President for presenting the oak pane lling and the new 
flooring, amd Col, Samue | for the new « lectric lighting and the clock, 

The PRESIDENT, acknowledging the vote of thanks, said that the 
panels containing the names of those w ho had left legacies to the Board, 
which sed to hang in the Board Room, had been photographed and placed 
in an album together with a letter sent by Sir Moses Montefiore to Mr. 
Lionel LL. Cohen. M.P:. President of the Board, dated October 21st, 1884, 
a few davs before his 100th birthday, stating that he was desirous of 
presenting 100 sovereigns to 100 poor and deserving families of the 
German Condcregation, 

Miss COHEN extended a welcome to Mr. A. Winer, a new member of 
the Board, She also reported the resignation of Mr, Gerald FE. Beddington 
as Vice-President and member of the Board. He had served the Board 
since 1926. She moveda resolution expressing thanks for his past services 
and deep regret at his resignation. 

Col. F. D. SAMUEL stated that in connection with the offer of a site 
for housing, the Executive Committee still have the matter under. con 
sideration. They suggest that eventually the site should be vested in the 
Board, and that Lincoln Street Housing Company, Ltd.,. should be 
responsible for building and management, and should pay the Board a 
sround rent on the purchase price of the site. 

Arising out of corre spondence that had passe dbetween the Board and 
the Kast London Nursing Society, the CHAIRMAN moved the following 
recommendation of the Lxecutive Committee : 

That pending the decision of the London County Council on the matters 
referred to in the correspondence, the board do make an additional contribution 
‘to the Fast London Nursing Society of £100

Col, lk. D. SAMUEL submitted a statement of Income and Expenditure 
for the nine months ending September 80th, 1955. He said that on the 
nmaliture side practically every item of ve lief had come With the 
exception of Fixed and Temporary Allowances, which showed a marked 
reduction on the nine months, There was, however, included in expendi 
ture this year £1,503, which represented two years’ deticit on the running 
of the Samuel Lewis Home, which had been made good out of the Board's 
resources, There was very little difference in the administrative 
expenses, A very watchful eye was kept on expenditure in printing, 
postage, etc., which, notwithstanding the growth of the work. showed a 
decrease. Their was a big increase in the deéticit which now stood at 
£24,152, “They had just concluded a drive for new contributors by means of 
the Phillips Scheme, and in the period of fifteen months they obtained 
MO new contributors, whose combined coutributions amount to about 
£800, £700 of this at least might be regarded as fixed inconie.

A Change for the Better ? 


Jews Welcome New Government 


PREMIER'S FRIENDSHIP FOR MINORITIES 
from our Correspondent—Warsiw 


*. he change in the Government has given rise to a feeling of 
optimism among Polish Jewry. M. Zyndram Koscialkowski ‘the 
new Premier, is known for his liberal tendencies and his desire to 
put the minority problem in Poland on a proper footing. When 
Governor of Bialystok, he made himself beloved by the Jews 
there on account of his fair treatment of Jews as equi | citizens. 
A few days ago, when he re-visited Bialystok as Minister of 
Interior, he made the statement that he considered that “ all 
citizens were equal.’ He has also expressed this sentiment 
in the Sejm. These ideals, if still cherished, will go far to make 
the fate of the Jewish minority a better one. Recently M. Koscial 
kowski, as Minister of the Interior, concluded an agreement with 
tLe Ukrainians by which they obtained a favourable position in the 
Sejm. It was due to his work that the Jews obtained two seats in 
the Senate. However, small though this number is, it is one seat 
more than they had in the previous Senate. 

The new Minister of the Iuterior, M. Raczkiewiez, is also 
regarded as being of liberal tendencies, and as Governor of Cracow 
he has shown some sympathy and interest as regards Jewish needs. 
Moreover, the new Cabinet is to devote more attention to the 
economic needs of the country. TheJews therefore hope that their 
needs, too, will find a better understanding in official quarters.

Cuzist Congress Banned 
“Government Will Not Tolerate Anti-Semitism.” 


The All-Ramanian conference of the anti-Semitic Cuzist Party, 
which was to have been held on Yom Kippur in Czvernowitz, at the 
party headquarters in the centre of the Jewish quarter, has been 
prohibited by the authorities, following personal intervention by 
Jewish leaders with the Minister of the Interior in Bucharest. 

The conference was first announced for Rosh Hashana, but 
owing to the fact that Professor Cuza’s son had not yet arrived 
from Nuremberg, where he had attended the Nazi Congress, it was 
postponed to Yom hippur. 


Minister's Assurances 

“I give vou the assurance that no anti-Semitic disturbances will 
be tolerated,’ declared M. Madgearu, Minister for the Interior and a 
member of the National Peasants’ Party, in a recent interview with 
press representatives.’ At present complete order reigns in the 
country. The Government keeps steadily to its programme of public 
order and progress, based on a democratic Constitution and a 
popular monarchy.’ The National Peasants’ Party condemned all 
Nationalists, ard especially anti-Semitic parties, he concluded. The 
three Government Parties, the National Liberals, the People’s Party 
and the National Peasants’ Party, all adhered to the democratic 
principles of the Constitution. Small anti-Semitic incidents, which 
had occurred in some parts of the country, were quickly suppressed 
by the authorities. 


A Jewish “United Front” 


The Executive Committee of the Central Board of the Jewish 
National Party of Rumania, meeting in Bucharest, has decided to 
establish a joint organisation representing all the different Jewish 
organisations in Rumania. Invitations have been sent out to all 
Jewish parties and groups in the country to send representatives. 

Unknown persons recently gained entrance to the Jewish ceme- 
tery of Czernowitz and defaced the tombstones with large swastikas. 
The police authorities have ordered a strict investigation. 

The ban on Hitler’s “ Mein Kampf” has now been lifted by the 
Rumanian authorities. The book has been prohibited in Rumania 
ever since the Nazis came to power. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA—The German Sports Organisation at Brveun 
has decided to accept only Aryans as members. A number of non-Jewish 
members have left the organisation in protest and have formed a new 
sports organisation in conjunction with the Jews. semi 

The Court at Maehrisch-Ostrau has sentenced a certain Kniszek, the 
editor of the anti-Semitic MORAWSKO FASISTA, to two days’ imprisonment,

“Kill the Jews!” Cry in Telshi 


Serious Riots on Yom Kippur 


It is reported that grave anti-Semitic riots broke out on Sunday 
Of last week in Telshi (Telsiai). <A Principal of the Yeshiva of 
Telshi was stopped and assaulted by peasant hooligans. Several 
Jews immediately ran to help him, but were severely beaten. 
later in the day, mobs collected and started to molest all 
Jewish passers-by in the main streets. During the Kol Nidi 
Service atthe Yeshiva. stones were thrown and several windows 
broken. On Yom Kippur, things were comparatively quiet. On 
the Tuesday, however. which was a market day, the situation 
took on a very serious character, and the police, although 
doing all in their power to restore order, were unable to cope with 
the mobs that had gathered from the neighbouring villages. At 
dusk, the mobs threw stones at Jewish shop-windows injuring 
several of the shopkeepers. Then they poured through the streets, 
shouting “ Piauke Zydu" (‘Kill the Jews”) and smashed the windows 
of the Yeshiva, Synagogues and Jewish private homes. Police 
aurvested several of the ringleaders, bat were forced to release them by 
the mob, who beat the police and threatened to burn down the police 
station. The Wednesday passed with minor riots, but the Jewish 
inhabitants are panic-stricken and fear a real pogrom. 

The immediate cause of the riots is a blood libel, and although 
the police authorities have posted placards stating that the accusation 
is groundless, the crowds still persist in believing it, accusing the 
police of being in Jewish pay.

Demonstration Against Well-Known Jewish Singer 
>_> — 
More Anti-Semitic Hooliganism 


1 number of anti-Semites last week tried to organisa a 
disturbance at the A.B.cC. Masie Hall in Paris, where the well-known 
Jewish singer, Isa Kremer, was giving a recital of Yiddish songs, 
her appearance on the stage being greeted with cries and cat-calls. 
The public strongly-resented the anti-Semitic demonstration, how- 
ever, and promptly silenced the rioters. Miss Kremer was then 
able to proceed, and received hearty applause at the end of her 
performance, 

The Organisation of Jewish Ex-Servicemen in France has sent 
appeals to the Ministry of the Interior and to the Prefect of Paris to 
adopt measures aghinst the frequent attempts of the anti-Semites 
to organise riots in the Jewish quarter of Paris. 

Two anti-Semitic candidates who took part. in a Paris municipal 
by-election have received a severe rebuff. Of the 8,495 voters on 
the register, only 78 and 58 respectively voted for the anti-Semites.

Jews and the Monarchy 


Situation Unchanged 


NEW GOVERNMENTS BENEVOLENT ATTITUDE 

The Jewish situation is unaffected by the proclamation of a 
monarchist regime in Greece, the Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
reports. Anti-Semitism was unknown during the monarchy. 
Among the members of the present Government, General Kondylis, 
the Premier, has recently expressed himself as a friend of the Jews. 
On Yom Kippur, the Governor-Ganeral of Macedonia, M. Verrio- 
poulous, visited the Great Synagogue in Salonika and conveyed to 
the Chief Rabbi General Kondylis’ greetings. The head of the 
Greek Fascists, General Mercouris, who represented Greece at the 
Fascist Congress at Montreux and took up a pro-Jewish attitude, 
has been appointed Under-Secretary of State. Among the other 
ministers of the new Cabinet, M. Theotokis and M. Mandas have 
‘both made declarations which are friendly tothe Jews. M. Theotokis 
has stated that “we know wlrat Spain has lost by expelling its 
Jews, and we know how much Greece has to gain by keeping them.”

Financial Problems of the Movement

Gross income 
from collections fell trom an annual average of £380,000 in the period 
1927-1929, to £249,000 in the period 1930-1932, 1e 
of about 3o per cent. 

On the other hand, the Budget Commission found it very dithecuit 
to eurtal estimates of expenditure The result was that the 
Organisation got imefeasingly into debt. Payment to its officials 
and to the teachers was made increasingly in short term bills. Wath 
the loss of financial means, the prestige of the Zionist Executive began 
to suffer. Congress after Congress found it dithult to face the new 
situation, and all the various “interests.” advocates of one institution 
or another, fought desperately for their favourntes. The result was 
that budgets did not balance. Coninitments were greater than antict- 
pated income. Sound economy was both unpopular and dithicult to 
achieve. Bad as this state of things was, it worked itself out in 
practice even worse, because, whilst all branches ot Zionist activity 
suffered, colonisation suffered most of all. Commitments to help the 
settlers with houses, machinery and cattle could not be carried out, 
Teachers and doctors and employees had to be paid sooner or later, 
and the outery against dismissing them could not be ignored. The 
only activity that could be axed out ol existence was new colomsation. 
For years not a penny was spent on this domain out’ of the collected 
funds. 


Sound Finance Achieved 


This Congress was the first for many years in which the financial 
position of the Ziomst Organisation was once again in a sound position. 
The budget was balanced and colonisation work was recommenced, 
It received the report that all the short period debts paying high rates of 
interest had been consolidated through a long period loan obtained from 
Lloyds Bank and the Anglo-Palestine Bank, at a low rate of interest. 
Old commitments to complete the equipment of existing settlements 
were carried out. Certain unanticipated favourable factors were used 
by the Treasurer to improve the position still further. Capital of 
the Agency invested in Land Companies, the American Zion Common- 
wealth and its subsidiary. companies, the Haifa Bay Development 
Co., Ltd. and Meshek, eS regarded as frozen assets— became liquid, 
so that part of it became available for new colonising projects. The 
income of the Keren Hayesod last year ceased to drop, and exceeded 
the income of the previous year. Economies in certain items of the 
budget were effected, All these factors contributed to creating a new

financial situation, the broad effects of which are seen 1n a considerable 
increase in the prestige of the Executive of the Jewish Agency in 
Palestine. lt has heen able to resume its proper role of leadership. 
What the Balfour Declaration did in the political field, the Lloyds 
Bank loan has accomplished in the financial sphere. 

This was the first budget based on the sound principle that the 
hudaet of this yea shall not ¢ receed the revenue actually collected im 
thee preceding year. 


This was one of! the rrrst notewortliy achievements of Congress. 


Colonisation 


The clearing ip) ol the tinancial tangle and the adoption of proper 
financial procedure and practice, however, only revealed all the more 
vividly the terrible inadequacy of the funds available for colonisation. 
Kven in this vears budget, only £85,000 is allocated for this, the key 
activity, in building up the Yishuv. 

Assuming the low sum of £300 for settling a family, then less than 
three hundred fanules can be settled on the land. This is palpably 
tom hittle. The inadequacy ot our resources cry out for unmediate 
attention. Atter all the possible cutting 1m the items of education, 
puble health and administrative expenses have been achieved, after 
the Immigration Di partment has been made to pay its own way from

available for colonisation is far too small. How can this be bettered? 
In the long run, it can be improved only through large increases in 
the contributions to the Keren Hayesod. Nor is this rmpossible. We

paratively high rate of interest, For the moment, the tacts are not 
clear and investigation into them is urgently necessary. Until they 
are known, a loan may be ditficult to effect. The two most hopeful 
snevestions for the moment are the proposals to ask all the existing 
bodies mterested in the agricultural development of Palestme to con- 
tribute towards a special fund for this purpose, and the splitting up of 
the ‘problem by instituting a pubhe utility organisation, a loan fund 
and a housing COM The Jewish Colonisation Association, the 
Palestine (‘olonration Association the Palestine Keonomic 
Corporation, the Central British Fund for German Jewry, the Jott 
Distribution Conunittee, as well as the Jewish Agency, might be able 
to achieve what would be too heavy a burden for any one of them 
working alone. Moreover, whilst it might be ditheult for one organisa- 
tion to provide settlers with substantial amounts, three different 
financial institutions mnught supplement one another's activities and 
specialise in the various tasks which are essential to colonisation, By 
thus splitting it up, the problem nmught be easier to solve. Certain it 
is that the great test of the Treasurer of the Agency dunng the next 
two vears and, indeed, of the Movement as a whole, will be whether 
il substantial scheme of colonisation can be achieved, 


The Financial Institutions 


One of the most important functions of the Congréss exercised 
through the Budget Commission is to control not only the. financial 
activities of the Ziomst Organisation, the Colonisation Department, the 
Immigration Department and the Adnumstrative Expenses, ete., but

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also to supervise the financial instruments of the Movement. These 
include the Keren Hayesod (the Foundation Fund) the Keren 
Kavemeth (the Jewish National Fundy the Jewish Colomal Trust, the 
Anglo-Palestine Bank. Lid. and their subsidiaries, and the Palestine 


Land Development Company. In the past, this function has been 
neglected. At this Congress, it would seem from the Congress resolu- 


tions, the Budget Comunuission found tume to deal with some of these 
matters. 

The Keren Hayesed has been in the past a collecting body only. 
whose income was spent by the Executive. Some of this expenditure 
resulted in the acquisition of valuable assets, which were held in the 
name of the Executive. One of the recent reforms has been to make 
the Keren Havesod and not the Executive the legal proprietor ot 
these assets. Another change is the expected payment by the settlers 
of the interest on the loans and their amortisation. This must tend 
to change its very nature. It cannot be said that the proposal to 
form a special colonisation company to adrainister the Keren Hayesod 
estate was fully considered at this Congress. It certainly was not 
brought before a plenary session. But it is doubtful whether this can 
be delaved much longer. It is indeed the sort of change which the 
Executive would be justified in bringing about as a question ot 
admumistrative Ponvemence 

Zionists tend to be divided inte two schools. Those who are 
warm supporters of the Keren Hayesod and at the same time are 
cooler supporters of the Keren Kayemeth, and those who are warm 
supporters of the Keren Kayemeth and lukewarm supporters of the 
Keren Hayvesod. The friction between the Executives of these two 
bodies and thei respective mghts to make appeals for funds was one 
of the open secrets of the Congress. More often than ever before, the 
question was raised whether a true solution did not rest in a merger 
of the two funds, but this has not yet been seriously considered. The 
frietion did, however, stunulate the discussion of the question how to 
ereate for the National Fund the same status as that of the Foundation 
Fund. It would be a great convemence if both these bodies were 
merely collecting agenmes, whose resources were aduunistered by the 
Executive of the Jewish Agency. Amongst the first tasks the 
Executive would then set itself would be to furmush budgets regularly 
to Congress and to see whether an adequate wield could not be obtained 
from the £5,000,000 estate now held by the National Fund. 

The Anglo-Palestane Bank and the Jewish Colomal Trust have so 
unproved ther position during the last two years that the proposal 
was made in vanous forms that a special Ziomst Certificate of Merit 
should be engraved and presented to all those who handed in their 
shares in the Jewish Colomal Trust to the Zionist Organisation. As 
these were in tndst cases bought by ther parents, note could be taken 
of this in deciding the nature of the certificate. There is very little 
hikelLhood of these shares having a monetary value for a long tune 
to come, but the position of the banks would be healthier if they were 
held by the Orgamsation. 

Our conclusion is that, m the financial field, this Congress was 
able to take advantage of the changed conditions brought about 
through the loan. The most serious financial problems face us, and 
if nothing substantial was accomplshed towards their solution. at 
least the errors of the past were not repeated. The ground is clear 
for Dr. Weizmann, the new Coalition Executive and their financial 
advisors. A new appeal to World Jewry to contribute in relation to 
the present needs of those seeking a homeland and to the Great 
potentialities of Palestine will perhaps be one of their first tasks. 


Women Zionists’ Annual Gathering 


PROJECTED NEW PALESTINE LOAN 


Lady Erleigh presided on Monday at the Coventry Street Corner 
House at the annual gathering with which the Federation of Women 
Zionists opened their autumn session. Mrs. Robert Solomon read 
messages from Mrs, H. Irwell and from Mrs. Paul Goodman, who were 
prevented from being present. 

Lady Erleigh said that the work of the Federation sas vital to the 
whole Movement. It was imperative that the women and girls should 
learn how to care for the health of the pioneers. She appealed to 
them all to make a supreme effort to increase their membership. An 
unportant outcome of the eflorts that their Federation had taken in 
company with non-Zionist women for the relief of German victims 
had been the conversion of those women to the view that Palestine 
and only Palestine could afford a home and a future for the suffering 
chidren in Germany. “ And,” said Lady Erleigh, “if these former 
non-Zionist women can now work with us for the dual purpose of 
helping German Jewish children and rebuilding Palestine, their con- 
version cannot be without influence on their male relatives and friends, 
and this we must regard as a great accomplishment for Zionism.” In 
conclusion, Lady Erleigh appealed to Jewish women to remember 
that Palestine exported goods, examples of which were now being sold 
in tus country by members of Ziona, the Junior Branch of the 
Federation. 

Mr. I. M. Sheff, describing the financial background of the present 
position in Palestine, said that until recently financial development had 
proceeded haphazard with little or no attempt to co-ordinate the 
three principal financial institutions. the Keren Hayesod, the Keren 
Kayemeth and the Anglo-Palestine Bank, and ‘to*form a sound 
economic and financial structure for the new society in Palestine. It 
had been decided to create a plan of structure whereby all three 
organisations should work together and to get a group ot people, 
either Jewish or non-Jewish, sufficiently interested in the work of 
rebuilding Palestine, to put the credit of the Jewish

in regard to the building up of the National Home; the practical work 
of setthng im Palestine. 

In the course of lus address, Mr. Goldenberg, reterring to the 
future educational policy of the Federation of Ziomst Youth, said 
they had issued vanous pamphlets to the week-end Sumumer Schools, 
and to the libraries.

How German Exiles are Affected 


It is easy to appreciate the alarm and anxiety felt among German 
Jews living in Palestine at having pinned to them individually any 
association with what some of them consider rabid anti-German 
Measures, Discounting the modicum of lovalty which remains to 
them ther country apart from its leaders (and what 
English or Amencan Jew here ever forgets the tie of friendship and 
respect for his tormer eountry); lorgetting their natural inclination 
in such circumstances to feel resentful against a lack of distinetion 
between that country and its contemned leadership, as though the 
connotations of “ German” and “ Nazi” were synonymous; over- 
looking, too, the fact that among the 30,000 German Jews in Palestine 
there are some who allow their conumercial instincts to surmount the 
other considerations; there does remain to the German Jews here the 
fear of individual reprisal. 

It is easy to beheve that, once out of Germany, the Jewish refugee 
io merely nourshing a bogey of tear in being apprehensive of the long 
Yet actually the factor of mndividua! reprisal 
may be regarded as a potent menace to individual security. There is

Bearing upon the Boycott 


The National Council of Palestine Jews, which has been called 
upon to guide the policy ofthe Yishuy in relation. to the boycott 
or to the activities of “ Haavarah,” must take account of the opimons 
prevailing among its recent constituents from German Jewry. There 
is authoritative opinion represented in the National Council, whether 
directly or in an advisory capacity, to enable it to gain a proper 
perspective upon the whole problem. Injudicious action precipitately 
taken would thus be doubly hannful. 

Palestine Jewry, it is true, must take the lead in deciding upon 
the world attitude to the Nazi leadership and the race-isolation which 
they threaten. A plenary meeting of the. entire National Council,

GOOD PRICES FOR LEMONS 


‘The first large shipment of lemons, 1,100 cases, left Palestine on 
the 25rd of last month for Sweden and Denmark. No shipments 
have so far arrived in the United Kingdom, but fruit brokers have 
cabled for lemons to be sent. Lemons from Cyprus, which are of 
the same variety and quality as those from Palestine, fetched from 
l6s, bd. to Iss. 6d. per box on the 9th of this month, as against con 
siderably less last year, so market prospects are distinctly favourable. 
There is a marked shortage of lemons from other Mediterranean 
sources owing to the Italo-Abvssinian war. 

Messrs. Goodwin Simons, Ltd., fruit brokers, state that the 
first consigument of Jaffa grapefruit—1,450 cases—have arrived. 
Auothber 619 cases are due to arrive on the 20th. These will be the 
first shipments made this year by the Jaffa Orange Syndicate. Last 
year, the first shipments were not sold in England 
November 5th. Prospects for this vear are good. 

The outlook for Jaffa oranges, which are due to start arriving 
from December Ist, is good, but shipments from Spain to the United 
Kingdom are expected to be very heavy from January onwards, 
provided frosts do not spoil the crop.

The Annual! Meeting of the Booth Street Relief Institution was held 
on ‘Tuesday evening. at the Broadhurst Rooms. West End Lane. Mr. 
Sydney Kay, the Chairman of the Society, presided. 

In presenting the Annual Report, Mr. Kay said that the Society dis- 
tributed rehef throughout the year, but held its main distributions at 
Passover, Pentecost, New Year and the Festival of Tabernacles. 


Last 
Passover they served nearly 2,500 families, representing +#0,000 people. 
500 parcels were also distributed for the Passover. At 


Pentecost 900 
farmlies were helped, for New Year,.1,000 families, and last week. Brev 


Yorn Kippur, a further 900 families were assisted. A great deal of their 
work was constructive, and people who had previously been helped by 
the Society were now #6 supporters. Mr. Kay. referring to the functions 
held by the Institution during the year, said that the dance at Grosvenor 
House, at which 1,100 people attended, realised over £1,000. The 
Jubilee dance at the Hammersmith Palais was attended by 1,400 people. 
They had had a cinema show, in connection with which he would like 
to thank Universal Pictures, Ltd. and Mr. David Bader. They hoped 
to repeat the cinema performance on December Ist. Last week, they held 
a boxing tournament, which was successful both socially and financially. 
[A report of this function is printed in our sports pages}. 

Mr. Edward N. Adler, the Treasurer, presented the Balance-sheet 
for the year ending September 30th last. The total income was £2,670, 
compared with £2,216 last year. The bank overdraft was £455, and the 
deficit £109.

Dr. Abelson on “ Jewish Unity ”

It was a grave problem and very largely brought 
about by the new ideas now current, by the spread and popularisation 
of education, and by the agnosticism which was a product of modern 
scientific thought. Therefore, all the greater was the obligation on the 
part of older folk, to imbue the young people before it was too late, 
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with the conviction that there was something beautiful in their 
honoured Religion, and in the history and achievements of their great 
race. The preacher sail that he hoped the parents would beware of 
making their boys believe that when they had reached the 
thirteen they had nothing more to learn. Let them also put awey 
that terrible ofience of thinking that their girls, because they werr 
yirls, needed no Hebrew or spiritual instruction whatsoever. And let 
them show, by the example of their own lives, by their sincerity, by 
their freedom from hypocrisy and humbug, and by their honourable 
conduct in the affairs of hfe, that being a Jew meant living up to 
certain standards which the whole world could respect.

INCREASE OF CAPITAL APPROVED 


MR. JOSEPH LIPERT’S SPEECH 


The seventh Ordinary General Meeting of Easterns Limited was held on 
October 14th, at Winchester House, Old Broad Street, London, E.C. 

Mr. Joseph Lipert (Chairman and Managing Director) said: Ladies and 
gentlemen, 1 am pleased to inform you that both the sales and profits for 
the year constitute a record m the history ot the Company, the comparable 
trading profits being £41,047 for this year, as against £28,569 for last year. 
The Company has a record of continuous steady progress, and the substantial 
increase in the profits for the year under review is to some extent due to 
the three new branches opened last year, all of which have proved successful. 
I am also pleased to say that all of the Company's stores have individually 
shown excellent profits. 

Your Board now recommend that a final dividend of 7} per cent. actual, 
less tax, be paid on the ordinary shares, making 12} per cent. for the year. 
This compares with 10 per cent. for the previous year. It 1s also recommended 
that £6,500 be placed to income tax reserve, and that the entire balance ot 
the new issue expenses, amounting to £10,000, be written off. This will 
leave £3,435 to carry forward. 

Subject to your approval to-day of the resolution to write off the balance 
of new issue expenses amounting to £10,000, the position will be that the 
whole of the Company's assets will be represented by items of a tangible 
nature, nothing being included in the Balance-sheet for the valuable good- 
will, and therefore the whole of the profits, subject only to normal amortisa- 
tion and depreciation, will be available for dividends and reserves. 

POLICY OF EXPANSION 

Last year, I told you that the Board's policy was to expand in the busy 
suburbs of London. I have already told you of the success experienced with 
the three stores opened last year, and I am happy to inform you that two 
further stores have been acquired in important trading positions, situated af 
Peckham and Wembley. On September 27th, the Peckham store was officially 
opened, and received an excellent reception from the public, and trading there 
up to the present is far in excess of that anticipated by your Board. | 

It is expected that the Wembley store will be ready for opening within 
the next fourteen days, and I am quite hopeful that this also will prove an 
immediate success. I am also glad to inform you that sales at the other 
branches, apart from the new store, for the month of September show an 
increase of nearly 30 per cent. as compared with the same period last year. 
Therefore, your Board consider they have reason for expecting @ very 
satisfactory increase in profits for the current year. 

To finance the expansion of the business and to repay the bank loan, 
it is proposed that the capital of the Company be increased by es Agae Pee 
issuing 135,000 6 per cent. cumulative preference shares of £1 each. rs _ 
shares will be amply covered both as to capital and dividend, and the Boar: 
have made arrangements whereby both ordinary and preference shareholders 
are to have preferential allotment. The necessary resolutions will be sub- 
mitted immediately after this meeting, at the Extraordinary General Meeting, 
and, subject to these resolutions being approved, it 1s the intention to issue 
a prospectus forthwith. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted, and at - 
sequent Extraordinary General Meeting resolutions for the increase of the 
capital were passed unanimously.

The Tea and Rubber Position 


MR. ERIC MILLER'’S. ANNUAL REVIEW 


Mr. Eric Miller's speech at the Annual Meeting of Harrisons and Crosfie'd, 
Lid., held on October 15th, included a comprehensive review of the Tea 
and Rubber industries, prefaced, as usual, by his comments on the Company's 
Balance-sheet, which shows an increase in the already strong liquid position. 
The carry forward now exceeds the amount required to pay a full year's 
dividends on both the 6 per cent. Preference and the 10 per cent. Preferred 
Ordinary Stock. 

Speaking about tea, Mr. Miller said that the first half. of 1935 had been 
disappointing, but with smaller arrivals in the United Kingdom, where 
deliveries were keeping up well, the stock figures were ten million pounds less 
at the end of August than at the same date in 1934. During September, 
buyers had wakened up to the fact that the stock position had improved, 
and under more active buying the price of clean common tea had risen by 
the end of that month to 11)d. 

A very satisfactory feature of the changed position was that good quality 
teas were coming into their own ayvain, and showed a relatively greater 
improvement; since the new season's Indian crop came to auction, practi- 
cally allthe gardens producing fine tea were realising from 4d.to 6d. per pound 
more than their corresponding average a year ago, when, as he had told 
them last year, there was too small a premium being paid for quality teas 
as against common. The greater prosperity which this country had enjoyed 
during the past twelve months had enabled people to spend a little more 
freely and to indulge their fancy for a somewhat higher grade of tea, because 
the public were beginning to realise that the cheapest tea was not the most 


economical, 
VALUE OF PROPAGANDA 

The advertising which had been done by the Propaganda Department 
of the International Committee in that direction had undoubtedly helped. 
They were extending that propaganda over a wide field, and it was being 
very wisely co-ordinated in favour of tea in general, rather than tea from 
any particular country. With the exception of Japan tea and fancy grades 
of China, the tea they drank with so much enjoyment was a scientific blend 
of many different growths from different countries, and it was no disadvantage 
to any one producing country or estate that propaganda on their behalf should 
he done under the all-embracing name of Tea. The potential producing 
capacity of the existing gardens was well ahead of current world consump- 
tion. Co-operative efforts to expand consumption were a main plank in the 
functions of the International Tea Committee, but the present agreement 
ran only till 1938, and as the industry cannot, even in the best event, hope 
to be able to dispense with regulation of exports by that time, it was essential 
in the interests of all concerned that the agreement should be continued for 
a further period thereafter. 

He then turned to the Rubber Industry, and stated that any opinion 
he expressed must not be taken as representing the views of the International 
Rubber Regulation Committee. He compared price movements under the 
present international scheme with those that followed the introduction of 
the Stevenson scheme, and, examining the stock position in general, not 
merely the London and Liverpool figures at which speculators looked mainly, 
he estimated that world stocks had declined by over 40,000 tons between the 
ist June, 1934 and the 31st August, 1935, whilst invisible stocks in the hands 
of manufacturers had also declined appreciably. -As United Kingdom stocks 
would have to be drawn on to meet immediate demand. from any quarter, 
the actual position seemed to him stronger than was generally recognised,

Asa new material for boat building in particular, much more is 
likely to be heard of the last named. for a hull so constructed has the 
stre ngth of steel, costs little or nothing to maintain and is so light 
that although deliberate knocks will not dent it the reduction in 
weight enables more fuel, passengers or equipment to be carried 
on a. given displacement. The British Admiralty and Canadian 
Government are now using craft built of this new alloy. Outboard 
motors which will convert any rowing boat or other small craft into a 
motor boat merely by clamping an engine on the stern, may now be 
purchased for so low a price as £15 15s., whilst another type of power 
unit of special interest is the Diesel or compression ignition engine. This 
class of motor uses extremely cheap fuel which: is not so volatile and 
does not require any electrical means to facilitate sateimenion. which is 
simply by the heat of compression.

“HEART'S DESIRE'’—Regal (‘'U'’ Certificate) 


The new Richard Tauber-Paul Stein film ts an apt successor 
to “Blossom Time.” Probably it will not rival the success of tha! 
famous production—if only because it lacks its iitial advantage «|! 
catering to a vast audience waiting for a popular presentation «©! 
Schubert melodies—but rt will certainly appeal to the army of lus 
followers eager to-welecome Mr. Tauber in almost anything. That 
remarkable voice is heard many times, mainly in songs by Taube 
himself, but also in two Schumann pieces and in a lilting Viennese 
air that has already achieved a degree of popular familiarity. One o: 
two of these numbers rather invite those tricks of vocal dexterity 
which so annoy some—and delight others—in Tauber’s renderings. 
but, in the main, he sings with that artistry which so distinguished 
hus handling of the Schubert airs in “Blossom Time.” Vienna is again 
the setting, fanuhar to star and director alike, but it is a rather more 
modern Vienna than we are used to, introducing Tauber as a bic: 
garten singing waiter, who is taken up and brought to London by) 
Leonora Corbett, playing as a society huntress of human specimens. 
In London, the waiter makes a hit in operetta and also with the show s 
leading lady (Diana Napier), but eventually returns with nearly break 
ing heart to his Viennese beer-garden and its little waitress, played 
by Kathleen Kelly. There is no more to it than this, but it is carried 
to success by Tauber’s voice and Mr. Stein’s competent direction, 
which provides openings for some unpressive photography of Austrian 
mountain exteriors, and also brings out some mildly amusing comedy 
from George Graves and Denier Warren, together with a further 
attractive study from Paul Graetz. 


“TURN OF THE TIDE’’—Capitol (‘‘U"’ Certificate) 


_ The first production of the important new organisation, British 
National Films, displays pleasing enterprise in giving us a story of 
Yorkshire fishing folk, and one obviously photographed in largely 
genuine settings. The story is based on the classic lines of a feud 
between two families of fisher folk—the Fosdyckes, a traditional! 
family with a centuries’-old monopoly of the village harbour, fiercely 
resenting the advent of the progressive Lunns, who appear to be 
newly-arrived “foreigners” from a_ different part of Yorkshire. 
Inevitably there is a romance between members of the two families. 
and equally inevitably the two sides eventually: compose their 
differences and combine in purchasing a big new boat to compete with 
the vessels of the nearby port in deep-sea fishing. The film’s success 
lies in the conviction of its setting and atmosphere—the fisher’s 
cottages are the real thing, without a trace of studio fussiness. 
Director Norman Walker is to be commended on this and on his handling 
of the players, who strive conscientously with their accents, but 
generally retain the cultured vocal tones of the trained actor. J. 
F isher White, patriarchal and most malevolent ‘of the ‘Fosdyckes, 1s 
quite effective and adequately supported by Wilfred Lawson, Sam 
Livesey, John Garrick, Naill McGinnis, Geraldine Fitzgerald, Joan 
Maude and the star of many silent British films, Moore Marriott. A 
considerable contribution to the film’s more suecessful phases is the 
natural sereen writing, adapting a novel, “Three Fevers,” by Leo 
Walmsley, of L. du Garde Peach, the radio playwright. )

Once more Jew ry has cause to be proud, In her recital at | 
Wigmore Hall on Tuesday evening, Sara Stein, a young pianist’ \ 
was.

hall, plaved so remarkably well that it ts difficult to avoid superlat 
in describing her achievement. The range of her technique ts astor: 
ing. especially in regard to the volume of tone she can pro! 
Some of ber work in the Bach-Busom Toccata had so much p 
that it was difficult to beleve it was not produced by a fairly st: 
rnasculine artist. In the eircumstances her tendency to exploit 
at power was excusable, but itis to be hoped that she will. not 
it run awav with her. For she has an exquisite touch which is | 
displaved when playing pianissimo, as in the adagiw of the 
Toccata. Frankly. I admut, that after the terrifie performance tn ¢ 
Prelude T was not prepared for such delicacy and such understand 
of its simple loveliness Beethoven's last prano sonata ts a work w), 
taxes the resources of the most advanced piamists; it hardly sec: 
to make any demand or Sara Stemn’s. She played certain very ditli 
passages with more clarity than I have heard even from the recogn:

BRIDEG ROOMS 
It is a quaint idea—that of describing those 
calied up to the concluding and opening 
chapters of the Torah as Bridegrooms. It 
expresses the idea of the union of Israel 
and his Law, and the attachment which has 
traditionally been felt for its enactments. Lt 
signalises, too, the fact of the continuity of 
the reading of the Law throughout the year. 
iy this means the Jew was kept familiar with 
the Chumash, and the Torah was made a 
permanent feature of Jewish life. 
CONTINUITY 
It became, indeed, the thread that ran 
through the texture of the Jewish year, and 
was the means of associating individual Jews 
with the Synagogue service. One hears 
complaints, sometimes, of the “ tediousness " 
of the weekly reading. But that is becanse 
of the weakening of Jewish education. Those 
who really study the Torah will always find 
something of interest in the Sabbath portion, 
and it is for the pulpit to stimulate and keep 
that -interest alive. The Cliief Rabbi, by his 
English commentary on the Pentateuch, bas 
placed in our hands a means of maintaining 
that interest. We now have also an English 
translation of the great commentary of Rashi, 
which is full of good things. 
For To-Day 
But, at the present moment, the celebration 
of Simchat Torah takes on an added signifi- 
cance, for we are living in times when in so 
many directions both the Pentateuch and its 
lofty teachings of freedom and justice and 
righteousness are decried. All the more 
necessary is it, therefore, for the Jew to 
proclaim anew his attachment to these teach- 
ings and to rejoice that he has been made the 
repository and guardian of them all.

All the more 
necessary is it, therefore, for the Jew to 
proclaim anew his attachment to these teach. 
ings and to rejoice that he has been made the 
repository and guardian of them all.
